RAZ BUT IS SUION FLOATED, 

San l''KAsri.sco, Aug. 'Jf). — The 
Hteanier Oregon, from Portland, cutiio 
into harbor yesterday with over '^'lO 
passengers on board. The woailicr was 
HO thick outside that the veauel had to 
(eel her way along. The vessel passed 
in through a denise cloud of fog, and 
while going at the very lowest rate of 
speed, suddenly .struck, The shock was 
HO great HH to throw a number of tlinso 
who were on deck, walking about, oH' 
their feet, Tlie griiiiis, grindiiio; noise 
made when a ship strikes a rock was 
distinctly heard, and before the startl- 
ed {iassengers could think about the 
cause of the trouble, the engine was 
run with increaaed speed and tho 
steamer slid off Hidewa\8 into deep 
water. The Oregon hud struck npon 
Arch Rock, an iuijiedimeut to safe 
navigation wbicb bus several times re- 
sulted in loDbesof lives, vessels and car- 
goes, Tho rook is locnted aiiout two- 
thirds of a mile west of Ah-atraf. 

An odiccr of tlie Ortgon Huid tlic 
vennel had not bncii li.-iui.-ij^fd, an f ir as 
known, but it would r- quire an oliicial 
investi^tion to settle the point. He 
also HteCtetJ that if the vessel had struck 
a little further to the north the steam- 
er and {)erhap8 all on board would 
have been lost. It w;i8 ho fo<.'gy, ho 
added, that no a.sHi.-ituncc cou d nave 
been rendered, becan.ie no siftiials of 
distress could have bren M'cn. There in 
no doubt lliHi a strict, imiuiry will be 
made into ihi.s all<ar.

A. policy has been 
uilopted /•('•iiiriiiiiL; it vYliich in tin' lonr 
run way possibly bo advantageous tc 
it.

The Arc de Triomphe de I'Eioile, at 
the top of the Ohampi' FJvh^^vn, erected 
by Na|iol(-on after tin; battle of Aiui- 
tcrlii7, to c.jriiiuv'iiionitn liia viciori''K, is 
to be disino'jmbered of thf) hi'Jjous ol 
legoricaL figures which h^ve for. «onie 
years surmounted it, The Grand ilin- 
istere allowed a sculptor, M. Falquitre, 
to thus disfigure the arch to his own 
mind ana nt his own expenne, The un 
seemly addition \vould hti\-e been re- 
moved several yeara ago l)iit for I lie 
difticulty nutl rixpeiise of the under- 
taking. Another famous triumphal 
arch, that of the Oarroi^ael, bas been 
sadly out of placn since the demolition 
of the Tuileries, situated as it is beside 
.he wooden shanlieH that have serviid 
aK the chief posloHice since 1371. Of 
the laryc vaeunt space which will ho 
created after thia destruction of ihn 
shanties, which will follow the openiii;; 
of the new postoBBce next month, is to 
be erected a grand square, of wliiidi I liii 
aridi is Lo he the chief nrnainciit. 
Charles Oitriiii-r, tlie arcl-.i! ect of the 
now (^)|iera, ban hi-en inlru.sted with the 
work, HO that another addition may b(3 
expected to the architectural beauties 
of Paris. Tho group of four horses 
which Louis Philippe caused bo be 
placed on the arch in place of tho fa- 
mouR Th^odosia chariot, which was re-- 
claimed and went back to Vienna after 
the fall of Napoleon, in allowed to re- 
main.

If such an 
iirrogatiun of exclusive fight auf- 
, fioed to maliu it good, the 
matter would bo ut uu ond; but this is not 
the case, nor can oven the absence of pro- 
test from other nationa be construed aa 
acquteaoence; for there is mob a tblng 
ignoring whut may be deemed an absurd 
iiaaumpuon until such timw as tlio rights 
of other iiutioiis .ire positively alfactfld. A 
brief, proaonied lo .Secretary Manning, 
of the IJ. iS. treasury department, pre- 
pared by Gen X. J. Jett'rics, attorney for 
the Alaska Commeroial company, acta 
forth in full the points taken by the com- 
pany in auppuri of the alleged right of 
the U. S. t^uvorii neut to oxorcia-.i ninri 
limo lorrituriul doin.iiii over Clieio w:itora. 
,So far aa the wordd of the treaty go, the 
line of ooean deiaarcation appears tu havn 
been dehned simply for tne purpose of 
conveying in the waters within saoh lino 
all the luiid« owned therein by Russia. 
Of couraa tho contention that it wns 
i)lhurn'iuo w ill bci SLM/.ud upcjii in tho in- 
terest of thi> ]n;i3t! !,'r;uiti3.i ti. tho Alaska 
Commeroial company and tlio reservation 
by the United States of the aula riiiht to 
control the grunt seal ddhories of 
the North I'aciSo, but it ia doubt- 
ful whether, «ven in tho pos- 
sibly praiseworthy attempt to preserve 
the "seal, tiiid other valuable fiir-boariiig 
animals, the posiiiuti tiikcu by tho United 
States cau bn supported when a claim ia 
put forward to tbo exclusive j urisdictioii 
over the opun Htia huudreda of luiloa from 
shore. The late litizureti by the United 
States of the aealiuR schooners in the 
Behring sea— 7U milo.i from land, contrasts 
markedly with the fact that when Kasdia 
deolared her aovereign right to not only the 
BehriDg, bat the Siberian sea, the claim 
was coutestod Jntu Qn'.ncy Adumj on 
behalf of the Uuitrtl btates. The conten- 
tion of the la s: naiuoil country has always 
been, as the S. P. Clnouirle shrewdly re- 
maiks, that the great bodies of water 
which are couuecti-d with the ocean by 
wide Htralta are hij^h seas and free to tL* 
Tesselaol all Eitiiiou.s. Tho claim of exclu- 
sive jarisdictiou over these waters is, of 
onursemade w-iih but one object in view — 
the control of the seal tiHbery; and bad it 
not been for tbis such an absnrd ooaten* 
tion (abaard in the light of establisbed in- 
ternational law) would doubtless never 
have been advanced, For sixteen years ves- 
sels other thiiu tlione employed hy 
the Aliiska Coiumercial coinputjy have 
frequented these waters iu quest of 
seals; and if the ^ovenuneut had telt ae 
cure in its asserted right, action to pro- 
tect the eompany trading under a lease 
from the U. S. Qovorument would have 
been lakuu lon^ ago. The leaao will 
ahorily expire, and with a knowledj^e of 
the hdhery troubles on tho Atlantic 
Coast, tho aeizurea bear a strong roaem- 
blance CO a "bluff" upon iho riyhia of 
territorial citizens of the United Statoa, 
and an uodiguiliad means of reprisal upon 
Osnada. It would be interesting under 
preaent circuinstviiicea to know how far 
from tho SOU! hern shurea uf tho Alaiitian 
lalanda the United (jtntes claim junadio 
tion, especially as the seals come from 
the south tu I heir breeding places. There 
ia a far more important question involved 
it must be remembered than the mere 
preservation ot the Seal fishing induairy, 
ind that quefition is, what limits shall be 
placed to llii3 aea littcial in coiiaidoring 
the right of a nation owuing udj icont 
territory to ezeroiae exclusive nmtitime 
jurisdiction 7 In the cane of inland sens 
(luntaiiied entirely within the limit of the 
terniory of ( ne iiHtioii, the light of that 
nation to Itia inirliimo donmn < { such 
waters is universally ccmci'dtrl : and 
whore more than ono nuiion is cuncurocd 
their concurrent jurisdiotitn is similarly 
recognized. The assumption that Behring 
Sea is an inland sea implies that its en- 
trance is aultioiLMilly narr.jw to bring it 
under tho rnii^jo of cniidt defences frnin 
one aide or the other, and with thii ini^/it 
alao be Implied Ihe right to C lUect leasuu- 
able componsaiion under the head of tulla 
or duea fur lights, beacons, or even pilot- 
age services. Qeography dia'proves the 
reaaonableneas of the claim that the 
Jtehring So'j ii nn inland nua, nod this 
beirig so all llio wa'ers except those 
within a marina loague from ishoro muBl be 
regarded as th* open soa and free for all. 
The estshluhetl rule of nnornational law 
ia now I hat the njx'ii aoa in uncondition- 
ally free and cannot be hroiiglit uiidortlie 
juriadictinn or control of any nation to 
the exclusion f)f others. All have equal 
rights of naviji.-it lull , u-hery and jurisdic- 
tion, which rights cannot be lost by pro- 
■oription, being natural, self-sustaining 
and unalienable. It ia not so much the 
improbability of any power beint.' able to 
actually maintain Ruch a poBsCHHioti, but 
rather the total abiigiicc of all juatifiable 
and reasonable grobnda for aiich mon- 
strous usurpation, which conalitutes the 
principal argument ogainst all claims of 
ozolasive right over vast tracts of the 
ocean; and it is difficult to see hew such 
a claim as that now put forward hy tho 
United Statc.i ci\n hu Idgicidly Buntiiiried 
by that govern mont, being in so coniploto 
an antagonism to ihn generally admitted 
prinoiples of international law.

ENGLAND. 

London, Sept. 1 -^-The boat race was 
rowed, regular championship course, from 
Putney to Mortlako. At Hainmuramiih 
bridge Beach led by si.v lengths. The 
umpire'a boat struck on one of the but- 
treasea of the bridge and waa diaabled, 
preventing him from following the race tu 
the finiih. 

Tho weather waa brilliant and most 
favorable fur the race, and the crowd was 
tho greatest that has ever gathered along 
the Thames Both men appeared punc- 
tually, but the start ■ waa delayed by a 
number of small craft which encumbered 
tho course. When given the signal 
Teeiner, rowing S6 strokes to the minute, 
waa quickest at starting, but iJeach, 
pulling 38 strokes, caught up wi'.h him 
almost instantly, and in a short titno led 
him by half a length. Ai Waldon's, 
Beach had increaaod tho lead to two 
lengths. Toemer here spurted with the 
utniojt garaeoeaa, but without avail 
Beach, without increasing tho rate of his 
stroke kept the advantage, and at ilam- 
mersmith bridge was four lons^tha in ad- 
vance, Toemer was then rowine; loss a 
stern race, thout{h still working pluckily 
to lesaen tho distance botwe.an him and 
the AuBtralmu. Prom this point Beach 
altnosl paddled, winning with con- 
summate oaae by ten lengths. Authorities 
declared Beach be the greatest sculler who 
has been iu England. Hu looked to-day us 
though he could row ti-n miles at ruciuw; 
spued. Betting on Beach at tho start was 
two to one, but thi.s iucrcased, and wlu-n 
tho rowers reached ll.imnmrsmith bridge it 
was twenty to ono. The time of tho r.ice 
was 22 miuutes OH seconds. 

In the commons, to-night, Sexton moved

[Cheers.] and demonded the 
govcrninent lo restore order in Belfast 
now, and not await tho result-j of 
the protected ji.Kpiiry. Lie asked Ijord 
Randolph Churoiull what the goveriiinont 
proposed to do lo induce I'rotestant em- 
ployers in Belfast to fulfil their duty and 
reemploy the Catholics they had disobarg- 
nd. It was tmpnaaible to connect these 
rijta with the qui^stion of Homo Kule 
With or wiitiout nomo ruli', the riota 
would have ensued unles.s the govormnont 
had brouj(ht iho«c who h.id incited di-ior- 
dor to b uik (chvon) by tho uae in Iro- 
Und of public forces, promptly aud de- 
cisively, as they were used in Hyde Park, 
Chicago and elsewhere Lord Randolph 
Churchill's Belfast speech had tended to 
excite a spirit, of disloyalty among the 
peoplo, and he believed th.it tho riots 
were gotten up in order to influence the 
division on the liomo Rule Bill in the 
House of Ouminoiis, and to affect the re- 
sult nf the general elections. (Cheers) 
He concluded by asking Churchill what 
he intended to do to remedy the frightful 
consequences of bis .iwii acts (Oliecrs.) 

bir *Iichsol Lliokj Beach domed abso- 
luttly that Churchill's action had led iu 
any way to the Belfaot troubles. He earn- 
estly irnpiorod the P.irnelliicB to rofram 
from 8 'Ving anything likely to provoke 
iho unfirtunato feeling which had ori- 
ginated the riot.s, and w.irmly praised the 
admirable tnaniior in which tho conats- 
bulary of Belfast had acted. The chief 
secretary expreased the hope that the 
members of the house would aaalat the 
Kovernment in tho m ■■■(t diflioult taek 
which had ontronied tliom and wait p-i- 
tionily 'he reiuiUaof tho royal commis- 
aioii of i ives'igation, when tlia^ govern- 
ment w.inld know what course to adopt.

Chaelestok, S. C, Sept. 1.— There 
was IX lurriblu oarthquake hero lost night 
at 9 50 p in The principal business por- 
tion of the city wjia destroyed and hun- 
dreds of persona rendered homeless. Mon 
were rendered frantic, women were be- 
seeching mercy from the Almighty and 
children were iu fits. The main station 
house, city hall, Hibernian hall, and other 
well known public buildings, including 
St. Miohaera Church, are irreparably 
damav!eil. Many peoulo are seriously, if 
nut fatally injured. Even women armed 
with hatchets fought violently to rescue 
the impriaoiiod unfortunates. Mutiny 
street fri^ra Brood to Hssel ia wrecked 
aud filled with unfortunates. To add to 
the horror of the scene many fires broke 
out but woro eti'eotually fought by the 
fire department. The night waa hideous 
with the groans of the dying, screams uf 
the Wounded and prayers of the uninjur- 
ed. It ia impossible to estimate the ex- 
tant of the losses of lifus and property at 
present. Up to 1 p m to-day there had 
been ton distinct ahocks, 

RiCUMOND, Va , Sept. 1.— A deapatch 
from Oharlestun dated I p.m. says : At 
8 46 this morning precisely, another 
«Hrthi|uake wave swept over tho oiiy, 
Coming as the other did from the aoutn- 
east and going in a northweat direotiun 
By tho time people who were out iu tho 
public parka or opon placea all night had 
returned into their honsea to get their 
clothing and something to eat, the ap- 
proach of an earthquake was heraldtd by 
the uaual rumbling sound reaembling dia- 
tant thunder, tdl it gradually approached. 
The earth shook and in three aeoonda it 
had passed, the sound dying out in the 
distance. This ia the only wavo felt aince 
this mornint;, and waa not deatriictive, all 
the deslrnction having been dono at 9 56 
l.ist night. The city flail Is a compluto 
r,-reck. .St, .M ichrn-l's cluirch and St. Phil- 
lips clmrcli, lw(> of the most hiatoric in the 
city, are in riiini, ai are alao many other 
p'lhlic buildings. Pully two-thirds of the 
residences in the city are uninhabitable, 
wholly or partially. It is impossible at 
time to give a ourrect estimate of the 
daniago-i. It ia thought that between 00 
and 100 perions were killed and aovoral 
hundred wo'inded At the tiiuo of tho 
first aho"ck lire broke out in five dilforent 
places. In the city ab ,ut 20 houses were 
destroyed by fire. Nat to oxoood a hun- 
dred houses in the ci;y are occupied at 
this time. The peoplo all camped in 
open places All the atoroa are closed 
and BC.ircity of provisions ia foarod. No 
one Clin bj got to tho stores to sell them. 

The city ii wrapped in gloom, and busi- 
ness ia entirely BU(>punded People gener- 
ally remain in tho atroets in tents and un- 
der improvised sholtor and will camp out 
to-night, fearing another shock. The 
gia works are injorod and fprobably tho 
city Will l>o without lijjht to-night, 

CoLiJiiiiiA, S. C.| Sept. 1, — Soininor- 
villo, '."J miles fruni Chirlestou, was near- 
ly destroyed by an earthquake laat night. 
A passenger train from this place to 
Oh.irlestoii, was llirown from the track 
near Suniiiiei ville lu.st night and the en- 
gineer and liremiMi were killed. 

Hardly a hon.se in tbo city escaped in- 
jury. Many aro so damaged and cracked 
that a blow would bring thorn to tho 
ground.

He took ad 
Vantage of this iniimauy, As soon aa the 
young lady was aware of her ooodition, 
aho became very much alarmed and bog- 
j>ed the doctor to perform an operation. 
This he did, but not very successfully, 
and for a long time the lite nt hia patient 
has been alm-ist despaired of. 

Dis lovo for the woman made him de- 
spoiidoDt. On Saturday he seemed more 
despondent than UHual. None of the girl's 
family knew tho real causu of her illness. 
Being muoh worse that day, her father 
aent for the doctor, for his daughter was 
apparently dying. This message alarmed 
tfie doctor. Uu immediately jumped to 
the conclusion that tho girl had divulged 
their Bouret, and realizing that if auch waa 
thb case hia reputation was gone forever, 
and that he wo"ld probably be arroateil 
for causing the girl'a death, concluded 
tnat the best way would bo for him to end 
all by auicide Tho young lady was not 
informed of tho trugio ond of her lover, 
butBtrangu as it may Buem, she has had a 
turn for tho bettor, and may ultimately 
recover. The remains of Dr. Bitting 
were taken to Philadelphia for burial.

To tho inquiry. Why does a horse 
shy'i tho National Live Stock Journal 
replies: Because he sees something 
which he does not understand, and is 
filled with a greater or leas degree of 
fear, sooqetbipg as tho boy feels when 
he shies at the burying ground, and 
goes around to keep clear of it. It may 
bo some new or unusual object that the 
horso sees, or it may bo an imperfect 
view of it. Even a fauiiliar object, if 
it comes to view suddenly and unex- 
pectedly, will, cause a bor89 to shy or, 
Jump, just as an unexpected objector 
sound causes a nsrvous person to start. 
When a person ia so startled, how 
much would it improve the matter to 
be scolded at or given a cut with the 
whip] Just as much as the same treat- 
ment would in the case of the horse. 
Harshneu only aggravates the matter. 
Tho more the horse is scolded and 
whipped, the more nervous he gets; 
and every time he passes the place 
where tho fright and whipping oci'ur- 
red, ho will recollect tho unplensaut af- 
fair, aud he will begin to prick up bis 
ears and fidget, ready for another 
jump. Givo him the lines and he will 
go l.iy in hurry. Tho proper wiiy is 
never tn scold or strike a hor.se that is 
startled or frightened. Speak to him 
coolly, candy, and kindly; givo him 
lime to see and collect his scattered 
senaes, and make him feel that you are 
his fri-'iui and prnteotnr. When Iih .sees 
that. ;dl ij lik'lii, fliero is an <.'uii i» all 
further trouble. W e have i;eiiij a home 
refti.so to cron.s,<iii luisafe-lookiiij; bridge; 
but when the driver took him by the 
bits ^tnd walked ahead, the horse 
cautiously followed. Next time ho re- 
quired no coaxing or urging to croHii the 
bridge. He might have been whipped 
into it at first, but was not the milder 
course, although a little trouble, the 
better one? The horso showed his con- 
fidence in the driver ever afterward.
